Ants That Scare Elephants. 


In the vast equatorial forests of 
| Africa the mc: dreaded of animals is 
the: great bull-ant. Unlike other ants, 
it carries nothing away; everything 1s 
eaten’ on the spot. Every kind of 
beast and reptile—elephants, l:ons, 
gorillas, snakes, and man_ himself— 
flees before this terrible insect. 

These ants march through the for- 
est, in a long thin column, two inches 
wide and miles in length. If they 
come to an open space where there 
| are no trees to shelter them from the 
sun, they burrow underground and 
form tunnels, through which they 
march on. It often takes as long as 
twelve hours for one of these armies 
to pass. 


Any creature overtaken is at once 
attacked with irresistible fury and. in- 
stantly devoured. The strongest and 
the weakest, the most fierce and the 
most timid of creatures, are alike 
their prey. 

Natives overtaken by them reek re- 
fuge in the nearest river ot pond. 
Yet, even when the ants ther delves 
are drowned, their strong pincers re- 
fuse to relax their hold upon any 
flesh they may have attuched tham- 
selves. to, and, though their bodies 
are torn forcibly away, their heads’te- 
main.
